Under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme  the  following  persons  were 
billeted  in  Norton.

These  persons  arrived  from  Hull  and  Sunderland  on  the  1st  and  10th 
September  respectively. 


Air  Raid  Precautions. 

An  efficient  scheme  of  Air  Raid  Precautions  has  been  formulated  for 
the  District.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  treatment  of  casualties 
A  First  Aid  Post  for  the  treatment  of  Minor  Injuries  has  been  provided 
and  in  the  event  of  air  raids  will  be  manned  by  personnel  of  the 
Norton  Detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  removal  of  major  casualties  to  hospital. 
Personnel  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  will  give  immediate 
treatment  to  injured  persons  before  their  removal  to  the  First  Aid 
Post  or  Hospital. 

All  the  First  Aid  Personnel  has  been  trained  and  will  continue 
to  receive  training  so  that  maximum  efficiency  may  be  arrived  at.  One 
full  time  Ambulance  has  been  provided  and  two  emergency  ambulances 
are  available  for  use  during  an  air  raid.
